Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. JP 2002- 
003949, filed on 1/10/2002. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 7/1/2004 is 
acknowledged. The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. 
Accordingly, the examiner considers the references cited therein. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-7, and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Higoefa/. ('946). 

5. Higo et ai discloses an iontophoresis device comprising a base film (3a), an 
electrode layer (3b), a gel (6), and a sheet member (2). The sheet member has a ring 
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like shape and a concave space to receive said gel. The electrode has a main body 
portion comprising said gel and a lead part extending from said main body portion. The 
electrode layer is disposed between said base film and said sheet member. (See 
Figures 1-4) The base film is composed of polyethylene terephthalate and conductive 
silver paste. (See Column 5 Lines 43-45) 

6. It appears that Higo et al. reasonably discloses every element of claims 1-7 and 
9-10. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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9. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Higo et ai 
('946) in view of McAdams et ai ('987). 

10. Higo et ai discloses an iontophoresis device comprising a base film (3a), an 
electrode layer (3b), a gel (6), and a sheet member (2). The sheet member has a ring 
like shape and a concave space to receive said gel. The electrode has a main body 
portion comprising said gel and a lead part extending from said main body portion. The 
electrode layer is disposed between said base film and said sheet member. (See 
Figures 1-4) The base film is composed of polyethylene terephthalate and conductive 
silver paste. (See Column 5 Lines 43-45) 

1 1 . Higo et ai fails to disclose a support member. 

12. McAdams et ai teaches a medical electrode comprising an electrode layer (5), 
an intermediate layer (6), an electrochemical layer (7), and support member (8). The 
support member is disposed at a peripheral edge of said electrochemical layer and 
provides insulation. (See Figure 2) 

1 3. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify the disclosure of Higo et ai with the teachings of McAdams et ai to 
provide an iontophoresis device comprising a support member.
